Terms To Be Su bmitted To 
Germany Immediately 
—Like Au strian 


Washington, D. C., Nov . 4.— Arm­ 
istice terms to be offered Germany , 
hav e been agreed u p on u nanimou sly 
and signed by rep resentativ es of the 
allies 
and 
the 
United 
States 
in 
France. 
If accep ted, they mean su r­ 
render and immediate end of the 
war, leav ing final p eace terms to the 
dictation of the v ictors. 
Secretary Lansing made this state­ 
ment: 
“ According to an official re­ 
p ort receiv ed this ev ening the terms 
of the armistice to be offered to Ger­ 
many 
hav e 
ju st 
been 
agreed 
to 
u nanimou sly and signed by the rep ­ 
resentativ es of the allies and the 
United States in Paris. 
The rep ort 
fu rther states that dip lomatic u nity 
has been comp letely achiev ed u nder 
conditions of u tmost harmony .” 
It is u nderstood the terms are to 
be su bmitted to Germany immediate­ 
ly , and that their p u blication in fu ll 
will follow shortly . 
The statement has been au thorized 
that the dralstic conditions u nder 
which Au stria drop p ed ou t of the 
war toaay fu rnish an accu rate indi­ 
cation of the natu re of the terms to 
Germany . 


Au tocracy Is Doomed 
Washington, 
Nov . 
6,— With the 
signing of the armistice with Au s­ 
tria at 3 o’clock y esterday , the au ­ 
tocracy of the Hap sbu rgs was doom­ 
ed and official Washington was con­ 
v inced tonight that the au tocracy of 
the Hohenzollerns will su ccu mb with­ 
in a few day s to terms ev en more 
drastic than the hu miliating p rice of 
Au stria’s su bmission to the will of 
world democracy , which 
she 
had 
sou ght in v ain with Germany to ov er- 
th row. 
In Washington, ev en those states­ 
men most skep tical 
of 
negotiated 
p eace ex p ressed gratification and sat­ 
isfaction with the terms which maka 
Au stria bow help lessly before the 
United .Stales and tlie allies. 
Stern Terms fo r Germa ny 
When they read the iron bou nd 
p rop osals demanded by the associat­ 
ed p owers from Germany 's chief al­ 
ly in I lie war, they were reassu red 
that tlie rep resentativ es of (lie war 
cou ncil at Versailles were weav ing 
a web of armistice terms for Ger­ 
man au tocracy and militarism which 
will bring the German army to its 
kn ees, the German kaiser to p olitical 
obliv ion and the German p eop le to 
their senses. 
Au stria is made militarily imp ot­ 
ent in a manner as effectiv e as 
thou gh she had su rrendered u ncon­ 
ditionally in the field. 
Her territory 
and resou rces are av ailable to mili­ 
tary op eration by the allies. 
Ev en shou ld the imp erial German 
gov ernment and the kaiser defy dic­ 
tation of the v ictoriou s p owers and 
seek to tight to a cru shing doom, all 
minds here agree that comp lete ca­ 
p itu lation wou ld be enforced within a 
comp arativ ely short time. v 
Lea v es Kiiiser Hop eh's« 
Au stria’s su rrender, it is agreed, 
leav es Germany hop eless and, in the 
op inion of Washington officials, she 
will sign terms of armistice which 
will leav e her v anqu ished before the 
world and a ttho mercy of the v ic­ 
toriou s p owers, who will p roceed to 
dictate terms of p eace for the world. 
From the Au strian terms, said an 
official high in the cou ncils of the 
American administration, 
may 
be 
drawn a comp rehensiv e idea of what 
the Learns to* Germany wMll be. 
How’ 
these terms will be su bmitted to 
Germany and when, has not 
been 
disclosed, bu t the general belief here 
Is that they will not be made p u blic 
u ntil Germany has receiv ed them and 
acted thereon.

From the Du tch frontier to east of 
the Meu se riv er the 200 mile battle 
line is aflame today as the British, 
French, 
Americans 
and 
Belgians 
cru sh the resistance of the enemy 
and p u sh on for imp ortant gains. 
The enemy retirement on the long 
line is in p rogress and in the French 
sector between the Oise 
and 
the 
Aisne the Germans are withdrawing 
on Marie and Mont Cornet. 
Field 
Marshal Haig has taken the strong 
p oint of Le Qu esnoy and is p ressing 
on Mau beu ge; while the Americans 
are fighting their way across the 
Meu se riv er sou thwest of the rail 
center of Montmedy . 
North and sou th of Valenciennes 
the British are continu ing their su c­ 
cessfu l p u sh begu n Monday . 
Sou th­ 
east of Valenciennes the British are 
within 10 miles of Mau beu ge and 
fu rther sou th they are rap idly p u sh­ 
ing 
throu gh 
the 
Mormal 
forest, 
where they are bu t fou r miles from 
the railway ju nction 
of 
Au lnoy e. 
Sou th of Mormal forest the British 
and French are p ressing eastward 
ov er the v irtu ally lev el grou nd to­ 
ward Av esnes. 
From the Oise to the Aisne at 
Chateau Porcien, 
tike 
French 
are 
maintaining close contact with the 
enemy mov ing rearward as the re­ 
su lt of the French su ccesses of the 
last few day s. 
Sou th of Gu ise the French first 
army has adv anced northeast of Le 
Peron and Serre. 
Fu rther east they 
hav e 
p enetrated 
the 
formidable 
Hu nding line, making an adv ance of 
one mile on a fiv e mile front on the 
west wing of their forw’ard mov e­ 
ment. 
A continu ance of the adv ance 
here soon will force the Germans to 
giv e u p the line of the Aisne east and 
west of Rechel, to w’hich they hav e 
clu ng stu bbornly . 
American troop s on a front of 15 
miles along the Meu se from Brieu lles 
north to Pou illy , hav e su cceeded in 
forcing their way across the riv er. 
The Americans are on the west 
bank of the riv er north of Stenay 
and are only fou r miles from the 
German 
main 
commu nication line 
from Sedan to Metz at a p oint north­ 
west of Chau v enoy . 
The su ccessfu l 
crossing of the Meu se has ou tflank­ 
ed the German p ositions eastward 
toward the Moselle which p rotect the 
imp ortant Briey iron fields and im­ 
p ort ant railway su p p ly lines in the 
region of Montmedy and Conflans. 
From the Meu se' west to the Aisne 
the Americans are maintaining their 
p ressu re against the Germans. 
Russ Situa tio n Ba d 
What ap p ears to oe a seriou s sit­ 
u ation may be dev elop ing in western 
Ru ssia. 
Ru thenian Ukrainian troop s 
are clashing wiih the Poles and hav e 
taken Lemberg, the cap ital of Gali­ 
cia and Przemy sl, fortifications in 
Galicia which were the scenes 
of 
sangu inary lighting du ring the first 
three y ears of the war. 
Little or nothing of the tru e state 
of affairs in Germany is known, ow­ 
ing to the strict censorship . 
It is 
know n, howev er, that the demand for 
the abdication of Emp eror William 
is growing and Bolshev ists are activ e 
in many p arts of the emp ire.

SAVE PITS A N D 
SHELLS 


Needed in Making Gas Maako 
— H o w Boy s and Girls Can 
D o Important War Work 


By the U. St Department o f Agriculture. 
The w ar department has requested 
the b oys’ and girls’ club s of the coun­ 
try to help collect fruit pits and nut­ 
shells, the carb on in which Is used in 
making gas masks. Contests have b een 
suggested among the million club mem­ 
b ers b y the United States department 
of agriculture and the state depart­ 
ment colleges, which conduct the club 
work, to see which memb er, which 
club , which riistrb t, and which state 
can deliver the largest amount of ma­ 
terial in the shortest time. Each mem­ 
b er should try to furnish at least 200 
peach pits, or seven pounds of shells— 
enough material for one mask. 
Since more and b etter carb on is 
secured from the pits 
of peaches, 
prunes and plums than from other 
sources, b oys and girls should make it 
their special b usiness to see that every 
home in their communities saves the 
pits of these fruits. They should also 
visit community and commercial can­ 
neries, hotels, restaurants and b aker­ 
ies. 
In addition, seeds should b e col- 
lectecWrom dates and olives, and shell 
and whole nuts b e saved from hickory 
nuts, b utter nuts. English and native 
walnuts and hazelnuts. 
The material 
may b e delivered to the local Red 
Cross headquarters, which are acting 
as central stations for collecting and 
^hipping.

American Farmers Should 
Follow Scot land’s Plan to 
Eliminate Food-Eating Rats 


The canny Scots of West Perth­ 
shire district are living up to their 
reputation. 
They have organized In 
an active campaign to exterminate 
rats and save the food and property 
which they waste. They have demon­ 
strated that it is cheaper to kill than 
to feed rats. 
According to a report 
from the American consul at Dundee, 
which has just b een received b y the 
United States department of agricul­ 
ture, a campaign to exterminate ruts 
In the district mentioned, for which 
$1,479,41 was appropriated, resulted 
last year in the killing of 100,000 rats. 
The b oard of agriculture appropriated 
$180,65 for the campaign. 
It is said 
that one rat in the course of 12 months 
caused damage estimated at $2.43, and 
as there were approximately two rats 
to the acre, the amount of damage 
done was eq uiva^nt to the average 
amount of rent paid b y the tenants of 
West Perthshire. 
The campaign has 
b een so successful and the people so 
pleased with the results that com­ 
munity co-operation to exterminate 
rats is to he continued another year, 
according to the report. 
American farmers, who have long 
suffered losses from these food raid­ 
ers, should follow the example set b y 
this district and organize community 
.campaigns to get rid of rats. In many 
sections of this country where ,similar 
campaigns have b een conducted re­ 
sults always have been gratify ing.

“Last year we Americans learned h ow to save w h eat; th is year we are 
learning bow to save sugar—a saving for wh ich th ere is a need most urgent,” 
says th e United States food administration.

be fed, besides th e millions of our figh ting men, and th e supply of sugar Is 
sadly deficient. 
Consequently th e old-fash ioned sugar candies sh ould be dis­ 
couraged, but th e food administration, th rough th e Illinois educational divi­ 
sion, encourages th e use of available substitutes. 
Recipes for sugurless sweets follow h erewith :

W ashing ton, Nov. 4.—— The G erm an 
g ov ernm ent today notified the Unit­ 
ed Slates th a t since October

“im p o rta nt hostile 
m ilitary 
objects 
within the im m ediate operations of 
w ar on the assum ption th a t allied 
and A m erican air forces were to re­ 
ceive sim ilar instructions. 
B rotests Raids By Allies 
The note deliv ered 
throug h the 
Swiss leg ation, protests th a t air raids 
hav e been carried out recently ag ainst 
seven G erm an tow ns w ith loss of life 
am ong the civ ilian population, and 
th a t unless such raids cease, Germany 
cannot re fra in from aerial attacks 
on aliied te rrito ry outside of the zone 
of operations. 
This was the first notice received 
by the A m erican g ov ernm ent 
that 
such o rders had been issued to the 
G erm an air forces, w hic hhav e con­ 
stantly raided defenseless cities an i 
towns in F rance, G re at B ritain and 
Italy since th e war beg an.
